The Goodwins op Fayette County, Pennsylvania. 

The same road was travelled by the brothers Joseph and John as 
had been taken by Thomas and Aaron, but they remained in Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia, now West Virginia. They had doubtless 
started west from Baltimore, or from a neighboring county, but 
seem not to have been related to the John Goodwin from Mont- 
gomery county, Md. (Appendix F.) 

John Goodwin was born in Ireland, as were his sons, if the 
statement of a grandson is to be relied upon. It seems more prob- 
able that the sons were born in America, and perhaps their father 
before them. It is suggested that a complete record of the family 
of this John Goodwin may show the names of William, James and 
Thomas in addition to those here given, and that the entire family 
is of a Virginia-Maryland origin. Children: i. Joseph, born 
; married Martha Greenlee; ii. John. 

Joseph Goodwin (John) was born , in Maryland (?) ; was 

married to Martha Greenlee, who was born in Sussex county, Del. 
By occupation he was a farmer. They resided in Spring Hill Furn- 
ace, Fayette county, Penn., between 1790 and 1800. Their son 
William is said to have " gone back " to Baltimore, or near there, 
to work on a public building, and was killed by a fall. In a letter 
dated March 12, 1893, written by Joseph, Jr., to Mr. John S. 
Goodwin, the following statements were made: "My father came 
from Ireland. Your father had six brothers, if you are one of John 
Goodwin's boys. I am the only one now living, and am the seventh 
son. Your grandfather was born at Spring Hill Furnace (if you 
are a grandson of John)." This is the only time John's name is 
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given as a son of Joseph by any of Joseph's descendants. Others 
dispute there having been a son John, but his brother Joseph 
should know, and without him Joseph would not be the "seventh 
son."
